Whetber or no 
the Bones of « human Body derive their Increafe fiom the 
Juices. The Profeffor affirm’d it could be derived from 
no other Means.

‘They both argued for an Hour and half, with a Pro- 
fufice of Eloquence. ‘There was a numerous Audience 
to hear them, among whom were feveral Cardinals, 
Archbifhops, Bifhops, and other Perfons of Diftinétion, 
particularly the General Khevenhuller, the Count de 
Lautrec, Prince Lobkowitz, and feveral other Imperial 
and French Officers, who were a]! in Admiration at the 
young Lady's Learning, the Solidity of her Anfwers, 
and the Eloquence with which fhe exprefled herfelf in 
Latin. When fhe took her Degrees, which was four 
Years ago, the Cardinal de Polignac, who happened 
to be then at Bologna, and was prefent at the Ceremony 
of her Admittance, made a Prefent to this young Lady 
ot a fine Gold Snuff Box. 

They write from Vienna, that France, on Condition 
of herentering into immediate Poffeflion of the Dutchy 
of Lorain, is to pay an Equivalent of two Millions of 
German Florins per Annum to the Duke of Lorain, 
till the Death of the Great Duke of Tufcany ; and 
that the Fiefs of thar Dutchy which depend on the 
Empire, are not to be included in the faid Ceffion of it 
tq France ; but that the Duke of Lorain fhall ftill hold 
them, in order to keep his Vote in the College of 
Princes at the Dyet of the Empire.
